LONDON, Feb. 7 (By A. P.).—The loss of hfe on the Tuuscania, 
which was torpedoed when carrying American troops, is now esti- 
mated at only 101. This total is given in a dispatch from a corres- 
pondent of the Associated Press in Ireland and subsequently was 
confirmed by the American embassy. 

Previously the British Admiralty had announced, on the hasis 
of early reports, that 2187 of the 2397 persons on board the liner 
had been saved. There were 76 United States. army officers and 
1935 soldier*among the saved according to the admiralty figures.

PREPARATIONS PRAISED 
France Before July 1 Will Be 
‘Able to Supply Artillery for 
20 U. S. Divisions. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 7.-——There are 

more Americans under arms in 


>) 

France today than there were in the 
entire American army when last 
April the United States entered the 
war, and at that thme it had 9524 
officers and 202,610 men. America 
today has in all 110,000 officers and 
1,600,000 men. 

This revelation, more specific even 
than the testimony of Secretary Bak- 
er on the same point before the Sen- 
ate committee, came last nigbt from 
Capt. Andre Tardieu, the French 
High Commissioner to the United 
States at a dinner in the Hotel Plaza, 
as part of the celebration of the 
treaty between the American colo- 
nies and France in 1778 observed yes- 
terday throughout the United States 
and Canada. 

Capt. Tardieu gave the further as- 
surance that France will be able, be- 
fore July 1, to manufacture enough 
artillery to supply 20 American di- 
Visions, or approximately 500,000 
troops, if the United States adheres 
to the understanding that will give 
to France the raw material. 

“We hav? in the line 15,000 guns 
of every caliber and every day more 
than 300,000 shells are turned out 
by our factories." Capt. Tardiep 
said. “To get these guns, to produce 
these shells, we created an industry 
which did not exist before the war 
and which enabled us to not only 
arm ourselves but.our allies. 

“Without speaking of what we 
manufacture for you, and that is 
several hundred guns a month, we 
have, during the past three years. 
given to our aliles in Europe 1,550,- 
000 rifles, 15,000 automatic rifles, 
10,000 machine guns, 800,000,000 
cartridges, 2500 guns, 4750 areo- 
planes. 

Reinforcements for Italy. 

“And the day when faithful Italy 
found herself in peril—a peril which 
is now averted—we within: a few 
hours brought reinforcements to her 
from the troops, which proves the 
unbreakable brotherhood of our al- 
liance.” 

Asserting that “‘secrecy ought to 
be a thing of the past, because our 
democracies want to know in order 
to will,”’ the commissioner said that 
the results achieved by America in 
its war preparations were a stimu- 
lant for effort, and that ‘‘nobody has 
the right to refuse to the American 
people this stimulant.” He praised 
first America’s wisdom in adopting 
the draft as a means of raising her 
army, After giving the figures show- 
ing the strength of the American 
army today, he said: 

“In order to equip this army, 36 
camps of instruction had to be cre- 
ated. You will do there as far as 
practical instruction is concerned 
everything that can be done far away 
from the front. France has taken 
every hecessary measure so that you 
can complete on our territory the 
training begun here. For that pur- 
pose it is necessary and it is enough 
that the unity of method should be 
completely secured by an intimate 
collaboration between the two coun- 
olls. 

Guns and Acroplancs. 

“To equip this army with guns and 
aeroplanes you called upon your al- 
lies for the supply of your immediate 
needs and you started simultaneously 
a program of American manufactur- 
ing. Some people in Europe as well 
as here have been wondering why 
you shoulg ‘not, in that respect, have 
done ev hing by yourselves. This 
oriticiem @hows that those people ig- 
nore, firstly, what time means in 
war, and, secondly, how infinitely

tained,” but he added: “I am in daily 
touch with these boards. I know 
the difficulties they have to contend 
with. I know the results. they 
achieve. Their technical operations 
may be discussed, however, in a free 
country. Discussion is a spur to ac- 
tion. You will allow me, without 
taking part in the discussion, to 
quote a few facts which need no com- 
ment, 

“During the month of December 
last, the High Commission called the 
attention of the Shipping Board to a 
crisis affecting very seriously our 
supply of gasoline and oil for the 
first two months of 1918. Today the 
measures taken by the board allow 
me to state that this imminent peril 
is absolutely conquered for these two 
months. 

“Last January, when arriving in 
New York, I found 87 ships unable 
to sail for France on account of lack 
of coal. On Jan. 15 the restriction 
orders for coal were issued by the 
fuel administration, and when I left 
New York on Jan. 22 all our ships 
had coal. * 

“More recently I have found my- 
self obliged, together with my allied 
colleagues, to draw the attention of 
Mr. McAdoo and Mr. Hoover to the 
insufficient arrivals of cereals in the 
Ainerican ports. I am _ convinced 
that the measures which were imme- 
diately studied and decided upon 
unanimously will bring for the next 
month a decisive improvement. Their 
execution has already begun.’’ 

Summarizes America’s Activity. 

Summarizing the part taken in the 
war by America from the standpoint 
of the allies, Capt. Tardieu said: 

“The war measures taken by the 
American Government have deeply 
improved the military situation, the 
financial situation, the food situation, 
the shipping, and if there still re- 
mains something to be done—and 
there always will be something to be 
done until victory is achieved—I say 
that the results already accomplished 
are immense and conclusive. 

‘Whenever, on special points, I be- 
lieve that mistakes have been made, 
I say it frankly; the ‘members of the 
Cabinet or the heads of your depart- 
ments know it from their own expe- 
rience. 

“But judging things as a whole, I 
declare without any restriction and 
without an yreserve, that by its war 
policy the United States Government 
has well earned the praise of its al- 
lies and of civilization, for which we 
are fighting together. 

“And I add that, by sending to the 
conference in Paris the mission of 
Col. House, so fruitful in results, the 
United States Government clearly 
pointed out the way of absolute union 
in which we must march. I hate the 
optimism Of the satisfied, and as long 
as I shall be here as representative 
of my country, I will ask from you, 
every day, a still greater effort.”’ 

3,000,000 French in Army Zone. 

Capt. Tardieu reviewed what 
France is doing today. ‘Officers and 
soldiers mobilized on Jan. 1, 1918, 
not including the native troops from 
the colonies and the workmen in the 
factories,” he said, “amount to 4,- 
725,000 men, of whom nearly 3,000,- 
000 are in the army zone. 

“The extent of the Western front 
is 755 kilometers (468 miles)—Bel- 
gium holds 25, England 165, France 
565. We hold therefore, three-quar- 
ters of it. We have in front of us 80 
German divisions; that means. two- 
thirds of the German first-line troops 
and more than half the German re- 
serve divisions. The Germans do not 
intrust to any one of their divisions 
a ffont larger than six kilometers: 
ours often hold nine 
en 14.” 

Ambassador Jusserand in his 
speech alluded to the determination 
of the allies to restore Alsace-Lor- 
raine to France. “The Germans 
continue to say ‘no,’” he said, “but 
we still say ‘yes.’”’ He declared the 
Germans were past masters in the 
art of distorting history and had 
proven this in their writings on 
Prussian rule in Alsace-Lorraine. 

“The Germans have issued many 
medals during the war,” the Am- 
bassador concluded, “but when peace 
comes there is one medal only which 
the allies will strike and, that wil) 
bear the one word—'Liberty.’ ”’

Gen. Allenby Conquered 
Obstacles in Palestine 


Completely Defeated Ten Turkish Divisions, 
Took 9000 Prisoners and 80 Guns in 15 
Days, Military Writer Says.

LONDON, Feb. 7.—Whatever views we may entertain of the wisdom 
er the reverse of the policy which led the War Cabinet to change our de- 
fensive attitude on the borders of Egypt into a war of offensive movement 
of an ambitious character, we must all admit that the plan, preparations 
and execution of the Palestine campaign have reflected great credit upon 
the Generals, staffs and troops and that were not our other anxieties so 
pressing the British world would be ringing with the fame of a consider- 


able material achievement. 


Sir Edmund Alenby in his dispatch of Dec. 16, 1917, naturally restricted 
bimself to the operations for which he personally was responsible, but it is 
only just that we should acknowledge, when we study his campaign, the 
great debt we owe Gen. Sir Archibald Murray, the man who freed Egypt 
from its enemies, east and west, conquered the Sinai desert, and by skill- 
ful organization of the broad-gauge railway and pipe lines, enabled the Brit- 
ish army to concentrate on the borders of Palestine with a hostile army in 
its front and a wholly unproductive desert at its back. 


This fine feat of prudent organi- 
ation and leadership, including as 
it did many hard blows dealt to the 
Turks and their German leaders, is 
one that. deserves our grateful ac- 
knowledgement, and when Murray’s 
last dispatch is published in its en- 
tirety we shall be in a better posi- 
tion to judge the character of the 
orders which he received, the weak- 
ness of his force and the serious dif- 
ficulties which he had surmounted 
with sparse means. Justice will then 
surely be done to this fine leader 
and responsibility for his difficul- 
ties will be laid on the right shoul- 
ders. 

Refused to Hurry. 

It was on the experiences of the 
new Moses than-the new Joshua 
made his plans. Allenby examined 
the position, recognized the im- 
probability of success with the force 
Murray had and sent in his esti- 
mation of the reinforcements _re- 
quired. He refused to move until 
all had come, and the general staff 
at home refused to hurry him, but 
when all the men, guns and muni- 
tions had reached him he struck 
hard and justified by his wise and 
Vigorous leadership the confidence 
reposed in him. 

To attack some 10 Turkish divi- 
sions, deeply intrenched and provid- 
ed with over 100 heavy guns, can 
never be child’s play. The Turks 
were cleverly posted on the line of 
Gaza-Beersheba in a series of strong 
works and fortified localities about 
a part of a front extending some 30 
miles, with good lateral communi- 
cations, 

Owing to difficulties in obtaining 
water, Gen. Allenby was unable to 


| get at thé enemy except on the Gaza 
front. His first work, therefore, 
was to organize a water supply and 
a transport service and only when 
this was done could he begin to ex- 
ecute the project of striking the 
left flank of the main Turkish po- 
sition at Hereira and Sheria. Here 
the defenses were less formidable 
than elsewhere; they were easier of 
approach and allowed play for the 
superiority in mounted troops, from 
which throughout the campaign the 
British forces so conspicuously ben- 
efited. 

This plan entailed a preliminary 
operation against Beersheba to se- 
cure its water supply and allow the 
British force allotted to this task to 
deploy on the hills northwest of Beer- 
sheba for an attack on the Hereira 
line. It also was necessary to make 
a strong demonstration against Gaza 
in order to hold the Turks there in 
position and to use up their reserve. 

It was a serious business in such 
a country to enable the Beersheba 
column to move, fight and remain 
supplied at a distance of 20 miles 
from a railroad and almost the whole 
available transport, including 30,000 
pack camels, had to be used for this 
purpose. Railways were also pushed 
forward and a water supply devel- 
oped at the jumping-off place of the 
various columns, 

Beersheba Is Captured. 

On Oct. 27 the Turks made a 
strong reconnaissance against Karm, 
where our yeomanry resisted valiant- 
ly until reinforced by the Fifty-third 
Welsh division when the enemy re- 
tired.

20 the two divisions of mounted 
troops and the camel corps destined 
to capture Beersheba moved into po- 
sition and the morning of Oct. 31 
Beersheba was attacked from _ the 
south and east and was captured with 
a loss to the enemy of 2000 prison- 
ers and 13 guns. 

When it became known to him thet 
Beersheba had been captured Gen. 
Allenby attacked Gaza by land, 
reached nearly all his objectives and 
attained his purpose of attracting 
the enemy’s reserves. 

The main operation then began. 
The Turks used all their available 
troops for a counter stroke far to the 
east, hoping to disarrange Gen. Al- 
lenby’s plans, but they failed to do 
so. On Nov. 6 the yeomanry of the 
London and Irish troops assaulted 
the Hereira-Sheria lines with com- 
plete success, taking 600 prisoners 
and some guns. The Welsh troops 
were heavily engaged at Tel-el- 
Hufeilfeh on the same day and de- 
feated the enemy opposed to them. 

The attack on Gaza was due to be 
continued the same evening, but 
when the troops advanced upon the 
town it was found to be evacuated 
This altered the whole line, the suc- 
cess was complete, and all the strong 
Turkish positions had passed into 
Gen. Allenby’s hands. The Turks 
were now in retreat, covered by rear 
guards,-and the pursuit was taken 
up by all the mounted and other 
troops that could be supplied so far 
from the railroad. 

Boldly disregarding the Turkish 
threat against his right, Allenby 
thrust hard with his left and drove 
the Turks from one position to an- 
other. The Australian mounted 
troops covered the right and his 
active airmen kept him well inform- 
movements. On 
13th the Fifty-second Low- 

division and his mount- 
ed troops carried El Mughar 
where the enemy had stoor 
to cover the railway junction, and 
here 1100 prisoners and some guns 
fell to the Scottish troops. The 
Turkish forces, broken into two 
parts, retreated north and east. In 
156 days they had been completely 
defeated with a loss of 9000 prison- 
ers and 80 guns, while the roads and 
tracks were littered with abandoned 
war material.

enemy no rest and dominated the. 


little theater of war. All who knew 
Gen. Allenby felt sure that in an in- 
dependent command, his strength of 
character, boldness and perseverance 
would mark him out as a great lead- 
er. He had the chance and most 
worthily had he taken it. 

Most generously he ascribes much 
of the success of his staff and com- 
manders, notably to Sir Philip Chet- 
wode, Gens. 
vel, while the tributes he pays to the 
qualities of his troops are indeed well 
merited. 

Our troops in France must regard 
with admiring envy the campaign 
of movement in which British of ali 
arms, well led and working in close 
co-operation, overthrew a valiant foe 
mn the open field and overran his 4>- 
fenses as though they were of pa 
per. The superiority of the British 
troops over the Turks is the leading 
feature of every phase of the can:- 
paign, and this is the more remark- 


able in that the bulk of the British | 


forces were nonregular and unaccus- 
tomed to a campaign of this charac- 
ter. The mounted troops and in- 
fantry with our admirable airmen 
were not to be denied and the good 
work of the staff in maintaining 
such force at such a distance froin 
the railroad, especially during the

creditable, indeed. 

It also is true ana a point not to 
be forgotten, that in this campafgn 
the leader had the good fortune not 
only to be able to ask for the force 
which he considered necessary for 
success, but to obtain it.

Secretary Baker added that the 
War Industries Board is not a pur- 
chasing agency, but rather a produc- 
tion agency. 

“Why don’t you put Mr. Stettinius 
at the head of the Council of Na- 
tional Defense and the War Indus- 
tries Board and make him in effeci 
Director of Munitions?’’ asked Sen- 
ator Frelinghuysen. 

“There is no occasion for the in- 
tervention of a new body,” replied 
Baker. 

Problem to Distribute Orders. 

The problem of the War Industries 
Board, Baker added, was not only to 
determine priority between the Gov- 
ernmeént departments, but also to 
distribute orders so as to dislocate 
industry as little as possible. 

“Should you not have another de- 
partment to act as a clearing house, 
headed by a business man, and direct 
all purchases?” persisted Senator 
Frelinghuysen. 

“No,” insisted Baker. 
that would be a mistake.” 

Senator Weeks asked if it were 
shown that a majority of business 
men called to aid the Government 
were of the opinion that legislation 
for centralizing a Munitions Director 
was necessary, would the Secretary 
change his attitude. 

“But I agree with them,” declared 
the Secretary.

DISPLAY RATE CARD 


Today, Says Terminals 
Must Be Indicated. 


Service cars must display a card 
showing the terminals of their routes 
and the rate charged for carrying 
passengers, according to an order is- 
sued last night by Chief of Police 
Young. The order became effective 
at noon today. 

The reason for the order was the 
many complaints of ‘exorbitant 
charges, especially for carrying 
working girls and women from no 
greater distance than Grand avenue 
to downtown. Many cases of charges 
of 50 cents to 75 cents for this serv- 
ice were reported to the Chamber of 
Commerce, which laid the matter be- 
fore Director of Streets and Sewers 
Talbert. Some drivers operating 
over greater distances in many cases, 
it was reported, charged all they 
could get, from 50 cents to $1 or 
more. ' : 

The order of Chief Young also 
designated the standard routes which 
service cars must follow. Cards 
showing these routes have been we 
vided by the Department of Streets 
and Sewers and may be procured at 
department stores, drug stores and 
hotels. The city ordinance under 
which the order was issued also pro- 
vides that all drivers of service cars 
must have chauffeurs’ license, but 
Chief Young said this would be 
waived in view of the emergency un- 
less drivers continue to charge exor- 
bitant prices.

.. China and Japan in the War. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

China broke her political relationship 
with Germany 11 months ago, and today 
she sends 600,000 goldiers to France, 
asi@e from the 100,000 laborers already 
sent there. This active participation of 
China in this world’s conflict for freedom 
speaks for itself that China “is willing to 
help,” as the Editor of the Globe-Demo- 
crat puts it. Yes, it may be added that 
she will help with all her natural re- 
sources and man power until this struggle 
com@s to a successful end. Confucius, 
one of the greatest philosophical teachers 
of the world, dwells upon sincerity as the 
fundamental ,basis between friends, be- 
tween the high and the low, and between 
governments.

More 
can be done right now by Japan than to 
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A FAIR STRIKE SETTLEMENT. 

With all points of immediate difference re- 
duced to a single question and that one having 
no relation to financial handicaps of the com- 
pany, conditions ought to be in a fair way for 
bringing about an early resumption of street car 
service, 

Only foolish obstinacy on the part of those who 
speak for the company can delay a settlement 
that will free the city from the intolerable hard- 
ships of the past five days. 

The cars will be running again on the old 
schedule with the concession of the men’s ele- 
mentary right of collective bargaining and of or- 
ganization in their interest. From the obstacles 
to ending the tie-up all matters touching the just- 
ness of the demand for higher wages, the ability 
of the company to pay and the difficult equities 
of the application for increased fares are elimi- 
nated. Those points and perhaps other details 
are reserved to be adjusted by agreement after 
discussion or by arbitration after inquiry into 
all the facts and the adjudication of the merits 
of the several issues. 

Settlement according to the original suggestion 
of the Post-Dispatch is greatly strengthened by 
the efforts of business men represented in the 
Chamber of Commerce and a faction of the United 
Railways Board of Directors favoring this rea- 
sonable basis. 

On the one side is a continuance of the situa- 
tion which has disrupted all normal city activi- 
ties, caused enormous financial losses and im- 
posed incalculable inconveniences and discomfort 
on St. Louis. On the other is acquiescence in a 
moderate stipulation that places the employes on 
the same basis as tens of thousands fellow em- 
ployes in almost all the large cities of the country. 

Which alternative shall it be? Will the direc- 
tors dare to assume the responsibility of reject- 
ing this just and reasonable settlement? 
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THE SOLDIERS’ MORATORIUM 

The unanimous vote of the Senate upon the sol- 
diers’ moratorium bill, in substantially the same 
form as it passed the House, is an index of public 
sentiment in the matter. The measure means that 
the debts of men called to the colors may be held 
up until after the war unless the men wish to pay 
them voluntarily before that time. 

While it may work a slight hardship to cred- 
itors here and there, and, upon occasion, give 
a willful shirker a chance to postpone his obliga- 
tions, the results in general will be beneficial. 
Hundreds of thousands of men in all walks of life 
are being drawn into national service without suf- 
ficient time to arrange all their affairs in advance. 
Many of them will be so situated that it would be 
impossible to defend suits filed against them and 
it would not be fair to make them liable to 
adverse, and perhaps unjust, judgments by de- 
fault. As it is, they can perform their duties in 
the knowledge that neither they nor those they 
leave home will be harassed in their absence. 
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CANDY FOR OAR STRIKERS 

The street car strikers are in danger of losing 
their Market street allies. Overtures for a sepa- 
rate peace of such an alluring character have been 
made to them that if they do not turn Bolsheviki 
it will be a wonder. A Market street candy firm 
has offered a box of candy to every one of the 
Market street strikers if they will quit fighting. 

The candy company is undertaking to mediate 
as a neutral. Its business has been stopped en- 
tirely, it says, by the stopping of the cars, and 
it is not one to stand back if, by \candying the 
strikers, it can bring peace and map up business 
on Market street. 

The offer is likely to impair the morale of the 
Market street forces. It is true that a box of 
candy is not to be compared with bigger wages 
and shorter hours and union recognition by the 
United Railway powers, but those boxes of candy 
are calculated to have a strong psychological 
effect upon the wives and sweethearts of the Mar- 
ket street men and they may throw their influ- 
ence on the side of peace and candy. 

The candy company seems to be making its 
offer in good faith and without any sense of dis- 
proportion between the things that the men are 
fighting for and a box of candy, but don’t laugh. 
Queerer things have happened. Look at what the 
Prussians offered the Russians for a separate 
peace! It wasn’t even candy. It only looked like 
candy. . 
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IMPERIALISM’S WORKINGS ILLUSTRATED. 

Whatever may be said in disparagement of the 
Bolsheviki, their idealism partook enough of the 
practical quality to prompt early measures looking 
to justice for Persia. Minister Trotzky has de- 
clared null and void all treaties with England 
extinguishing the independence of the country and 
dismembering its provinces and promises that 
Russian interference with its internal affairs shall 
end. 

Persia has been called the Belgium of Asia, not 
in the sense that its people have been subjected to 
cruelties, but in the sense that it has been made 
a victim of the rivalries of greater Powers. Its 
case is an excellent example of imperialistic pol- 
ley spurred to extremes by a competitive imperial- 
istic policy. 

Had it not been for England, Russia would have 
cared little for Persia. On the other hand, had 
it not been for Russia, England would have cared 
nothing for the country. However, Russia, whose 
territories it adjoins on the south, felt that it 
could not afford to see British influence para- 
mount at Teheran and England felt that Indian 
interests would be jeopardized with Russian influ- 
ence paramount in the region north of the head 
of the Persian Gulf. 

Accordingly, both engaged in a race for control 
and in the end decided that it would be wiser, 
like the trusts, to combine under an amicable 
agreement than’to pursue a cut-throat policy in- 
volving inconvenience and loss to both. It was 
advantageous to the high contracting parties,

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, BELGIUM AND THE CONGO 

One of the forms of pro-German agitation in 
this country is the assertion that the Belgians 
who suffered from Prussian frightfulness got 
their just desserts because of the atrocities per- 
petrated on the natives of the Congo under King 
Leopold. 

If the sins of the fathers are visited upon the 
children, the responsibility should be direct. But 
the Belgian victims of Prussianism can not be 
connected with the perpetrators of the Congo 
atrocities, because when, under the system of 
forced labor, the Congo natives were tortured, 
that country was not a Belgian possession. It 
was simply the property df King Leopold and the 
corporation of wealthy men formed by him for its 
exploitation as a rubber field. 

The Congo atrocities were first made known 
to the world in 1901. They took place on King 
Leopold’s rubber plantations and, urged by the 
protests of British, American and other pub- 
licists, Leopold appointed a commission to in- 
quire into conditions. This commission brought 
about revision in the laws and administration of 
justice in the Congo which resulted in abolition 
of forced labor. 

During this change the Congo still remained 
virtually a private possession of the Belgian 
royal family and the rubber magnates. Although 
the King, in 1889, had bequeathed his interests 
in it to the Belgian people, it was not until 
1908, long after the atrocities had been commit- 
ted and stopped, that the Belgian Parliament 
approved the gift. 

To say that a number of poor Belgian citizens, 
including women and children, were properly 
punished because of the cruelties done in the 
Congo by rubber magnates, without a shadow of 
sanction from the Belgian people, is a malignant 
distortion of truth. 
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About the last word in wasted time is the argu- 
ment in Congress over the proposition of making 
the Virgin Islands dry. 
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AN INVASION OF DOLLARS.

Formerly many 
of them went to New York and Chicago for their 
choicest articles, purchasing only the cheaper 
items in St. Louis. Today he buys his entire 
stock here, at prices just as good as he can ob- 
tain elsewhere and the quality is in no wise in- 
ferior. 

Increased freight rates and delays in transpor- 
tation may have something to do with the fact 
that the buyer from the Southwest is congregating 
here in increasing numbers, but the main and sub- 
stantial reason lies in the aggressiveness of the 
St. Louis wholesaler. 

Year by year he has been increasing tif qual- 
ity and quantity of his production, until today 
there are few cities in the United States that can 
manufacture articles of superior workmanship to 
the local output at lower prices. The variety of 
articles turned out has also been increased to a 
wonderful extent in the past few years. 

Merchants report toat hundreds of buyers are 
coming this season from states like Iowa, Ne- 
braska and the Dakotas, territory formerly con- 
sidered consecrated to Chicago. There are also 
many storekeepers from the Southeast who for- 
merly went to New York for their supplies. 
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“American devices have proved very effective 
against the submarines,” says a British Admiralty 
report; and recent information from Washington 
indicates that more effective devices are yet to 
come.
